2. PARTNERSHIP FOR SUCCESS GRANT (PFS) | DaNae Schoenborn

e DaNae reports the PFS grant has been able to sponsor 51 individuals to attend the Idaho
Prevention and Support Conference, 14 youth to attend the TRAPPED training through
Community Youth in Action, and 12 individuals to attend Idaho Conference on Alcohol and
Drug Dependency (ICADD).

e The “Donuts for Drugs” take back event will take place in Bonneville County at CEl and in
Fremont County at Broulim’s. The event will be on April 24 from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm.

3. IDAHO FEDERATION OF FAMILIES (www.idahofederation.org) | Pat Martelle

e Pat reports the Parent Education Conference will be on May 5 at 11:00 a.m., additional
information about the conference is available on their website.

e On April 20 at 11:00 a.m., the Federation will hold a Transition Support Group for parents who
have youth who are coming back home.

o The Federation is partnering with the State Department of Education on the Aware Grant. This
is a pilot study being done in three Idaho communities to bring mental health services directly
into schools. The Federation will provide a staff member to operate a parent support and
education group in each of the communities.

o The Federation is working with the Idaho Council on Developmental Disabilities to offer a
support group to parents and form a stakeholder group comprised of parents and
professionals.

e The American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) was recently passed, this act provides for additional
funding for states. For Idaho, this is over $60 million. A stakeholder’s group has written a
proposal that will be presented at the Joint Finance Appropriation Committee on Monday,
April 19. They are seeking approval for Idaho to receive funds. The proposal is going to be
for expansion of home and community-based services including respite services.

¢ Pat updated the committee on the Family Engagement Subcommittee. In the last meeting,
they discussed the lack of effective crisis response for children in some areas of the state.
The issue has been sent to the YES Committee for Quality and Family Involvement.

The Federation is
working with several youth and young adults to train and grow youth leaders.
